T now have more information on the 
camp, kindly supplied by Alan Hamp- 
tion, the president of the Northern 
NSW Women’s Soccer Federation. 

For some time, the University of 
New England (in Armidale) has felt 
that it should contribute to the growth 
of Soccer in Australia by developing. 
its residential and sporting facilities as 
a Soccer clinic. 

The University has the best sporting 
facilities of all Australian universities, 
the warden of the University, Gerry 
A.W. Worsell, writes. 

There are 30 acres of playing fields 
and four of these are large floodlit 
fields. 


Indoor Soccer and fitness training is 
catered for in a multi-purpose indoor 
recreation centre. = 

As well, there are eight squash 
courts, eight tennis courts and a 25 
metre heated indoor swimming pool. 

The University has appointed Willie 
Wallace as its Director of Soccer Coa- 
ching. 

The first camp exceeded all expecta- 
tions. 

Mr Wallace was assisted by John 
Green, a specialist goalkeeping coach 
who has- played with Arsenal and 
Blackpool and Jim Adam who played 
first division Soccer with Aston Villa. 


Jim Adam has played for Australia, 
coached Victoria and was with West 
Adelaide as coach when that club took 
out the Philips Soccer League pre- 
miership. 

Distinguished visiting coaches and 
lecturers also participated in the 
camp. These included Eric Worthing- 
ton, the ASF Director of Coaching. 

The next Willie Wallace Soccer 
camp will be held in January, 1982 and 
will include a women’s section if suffi- 
cient interest is there, 

Each player going to the course will 
receive top class coaching; the use of 
very good sporting facilities; single 
room accommodation in a University 
college; three cooked meals a day plus 
morning and afternoon refreshments; 
a quality Soccer ball; a pair of Dunlop 
training shoes and a camp T-shirt. 

The cost per person will be around 
$2,000 for the week, 

All candidates are expected to make 
their own transport arrangements to 
get to Armidale. 

I spoke to Jim Selby, the Australian 
Women's Soccer Association’s nation- 
al coach, about the camp. 

Jim said that while it is undoubtably 
a fine camp, the cost of $200 per girl 
for a week could be beyond the reach 
of most girl Soccer players. 

He said that the Soccer camps that 
he has held for girls were not that 
costly and were confined to good ac- 
commodation and meals without ex- 
tras such as Soccer balls and training 
shoes which most girls already had. 

Rale Rasic, a previous Australian 
World Cup coach, has provided us 
with details of his training camp which 
he, too, would like to throw open to 
female Soccer players.

This week, the scene is centred on training camps in New 
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Abonyi, Allan Maher and Richie Wil- 
liams along with other coaches. It is a 
junior Soccer clinic catering for girls 
and boys from 8-16 years old. 

The complex has first class change 
rooms, gymnasium, sauna, table ten- 
nis, swimming pool and a canteen. It is 
in an area of 11 acres and has two 
Soccer grounds. y 

One is a Wembley-size field and the 
other is of international standard. The 
playing arena is floodlit. A motel on 
the ground will be completed at the 
end of this year. 

Accommodation provided is a high 
standard dormitory, style with car- 
peted floors. 

There are fully-tiled shower and 
toilet blocks, a coaches bedroom and a 
large covered-in verandah over- 
looking the field. 

Beds, bedding linen and blankets 
are provided and the live-in accommo- 
dation at the camp will cost $120 for 
five days with all meals provided. 

In addition, people not wanting to 
live in, but attending the camp, may 
do so at a cost of $65 covering the 
same Soccer coaching. Meals must be 
provided by the pupil.

T know that if we don't 
get results gure regularly 
for Sydney Olympians, the 
possibility is that could get 
the sack as well. Does that 
worry me? No, not in the 
slightest, 

I've a contract until the 
15th September, and I hope 
that on the 15th September 
I will still be here at Sydney 
Olympic, who deserve to 
bein a good position by 
then because of the marvel- 
lous support they get. 

T can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that we are 
the most attractive team to 
watch in Australia at the 
moment — in terms of pure 
football. The players are all 
a bit too nice. . . we're not 
physical. We play for the 
public. 

As a coach T might say 
“to hell with the public — 
it’s results that matter.” Of 
course results matter but I 
think good football matters 
more. Since I’ve been in 
Australia I’ve studied the 
standard of Soccer and I 
have been impressed. 

Little things worry me, 
or rather annoy me, about 


the game. When I see the 
way some clubs play, 
results, to them, are 
obviously all-important. 
Yer it doesn't matter how 
many games they win, they 
won't get people watching 
them. 

It's an amazing thing 
about Soccer, People work 
all the week and the one 
thing they want at the 
weekend — no matter whi- 
ch sport they're interested 
in — is value for money. 
When you get them there, 
it is important, and an obli- 
gation, to keep them there. 
And bring them back every 
week. 


T saw matches this season 
when, even if you let the 
opponent play with the 
ball, he could not pass it 
from A to B. Time-wastin, 
goes on and this is allowed. 
It is encouraged. That is 
unbelievable. 


The continuous fouling 
which goes on is often 
unpunished. This must be 
stamped out if the kids in 
Australia are to see the way 
Soccer should be played — 
as an entertainment for the 
public. 

Let’s not forget - if the 
public do not come to see 
us , there is no Soccer. 
Players are out of work, 
coaches are out of work 
and the clubs just peter out. 

That would be a great 
boost for Rugby League 
and other sports if Soccer 
were allowed to die. 

After just about all of 
our games, opposing team 
officials have said : “You're 


the best team we've played 
against.” What they really 
mean is “you're the best 
side to play against !” We 
do not play defensively and 
do not close the up. 
Home or away, Olympians 
play good attacking foot- 
ball. People might 
say..,well that’s their prob- 
lem. If they want to play 
like that and lose games, let 
them get on with it. It’s not 
as simple as that. My boys 
80 out to make the game as 
enjoyable as possible for 
the people who matter, the 
fans, and they make it easy 
for the man in the middle, 
the referee. 

What really annoys me is 
the way the negative styles 
must affect youngsters who 
watch these teams in ac- 
tion. If a team plays 
negative football and gets 
some good results by 
breakaways, those kids will 
actually believe that this is 
the way the game of Soccer 
ought to be played. This is 
a tragedy but it’s happening 
in England at the moment 
where many clubs - not all 
of them - are playing defen- 
sive football and driving 
people away from matches. 

Naturally this worries 
me: because if people 
don't attend Soccer mat- 
ches, we'll all be on the 
dole. When kids see clubs 
playing open, attractive, 
Soccer, they realise this is 
the right way to play. But 
we are losing points. So 
what you try to do is strike 
a happy medium by playing 
good Soccer and also win- 
ning matches. 


STARK’S AMBITION:

Roy Stark, veteran PSL player, has shaken off a bad boy 
image to become one of Canberra Arrows most consistent 


performers. Stark

respected by team-mates and opponents alike. 


And at 27 years old,

Stark has a wealth of 
experience behind him. 
He was a top North of 
England schoolboy star 
before going to Aston 
Villa as an apprentice 
professional while still in 
his early teens. Stark re- 
mained with the Villa 
from 1969 to 1975 and 
remembers well his first 
team debut as a 20-year- 
old against Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

“Li played, centre-,

Clarrie Roach sees it this way: “They 
know of the Murray Bames and Ken 
Bodens and Bas Giampaolos, but they are 
only names and they do not relate to them 
personally. 

“In a couple of years as the locals 
improve they themselves will become 
known in their own towns as well-known 
players.” 

He believes the change had to come, and 
feels that the same situation will develop 
quickly in Western NSW as soon as the 


message gets around. 

South West Slopes club Cootamundra 
was formed by the selecting of the best 
players from each of the all-age clubs in the 
various adjacent towns.

“As far as I’m concerned, I was sacked.” 


‘That's Terry Stone's comment on his

“There was a lot of pressure on me the 
week before the Riverwood game, and if 
we lost that one, I knew my position would 
be under review. 

“And then I didn’t get a thank-you from 
anyone for my three and a half years 
service until the president phoned me on 
Wednesday night.”

Initially, Stone was philosophical about 
his departure. “It’s such a big part of your 
life and all of a sudden its not there. But
